MEMORANDUM FOR THS CHI®F, M.Y. 8: 


Subject: Correspondance with Civilians. 


1. Receipt ie acknowledged of your menernanda of January 20th 
and 25th on the subject of communication with civilians, 


2. The memorandum of April 16, 1920, on “Method of Coopera- 
tion” had not come to my attention previously, but I find on invee- 
tigation that the method given hed been carriad out in M.I. 9 for a 
long period of time. As a matter of fact, for about a yenr, there 
has been very little occasion in N.I. 9 for correspondance with 
civilians, and such an there hes been was conducted through k.I. 5. 


3. On my arrival in the 2e0graphic Branch, on September i, 
1921, I found the following practice being followed in M.I. 7 in 
communicating with civilians: 


(a) Where the civilian is unknown end has never bean 
approached before, or was not an Anericnn, all correspond- 
ence has invariably been routed to N.I,5 for signature. 


(>) Where the civilian hae been an Amerionn of more 
or lees renown, purely interested in Reopraphy, the let- 
ter has been usually prepared for the signature of the 
Chief of the Geographic Branch. This usgunlly applies to 
presiderte of geoyrephical societies and professore of . 
Reography, whe would fail te sea tha interest of HID. 
unless the full title of "Chief, Gaegraphie Branch" ap- 
penred under the sipnature. 


(c) there personal contact his baen made, ns is 
most frequently the case, between the individual and the 
Chief of this 3ection on purely geographic affairs; such 
as at meetings of the Ceographic Society or visits of the 
individual te the Section, the letter is usually eigned 
by the Chief of the Section. Thiea class of correspondence 
ie usually with American engineers, map makers, profes- 
sore of geography, and employees of the recognized geo- 
graphical societies, who, as a rula, know nothing of mil- 
itary organization and would, it is feared, in most cnasas, 
be noncommittal, lacking in interent or confused were let- 
ters to be signed by those whom they had not met, regard- 
lese of their rank. 
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4. Iam of the opinion thet it is an excellent plan to route 
letters to civilians through W.1I.5, ae it undoubtedly assists prently 
to avoid duplication in the Military Intelligence Division, and all 
auch matters can be much sore thoroughly coordinated. 

All letters to civilians will be routed through your office.
